turned 50 on October 26, 
establishing her as one of 
America’s most famous female 
baby-boomers. After two years 
out of the political limelight, she 
quietly returned to center stage 
as an advocate for improved 
child care. Perhaps more 
importantly, she also emerged 
among her husband’s staunch- 
est defenders against charges 
of sexual improprieties. 


During President Bill Clinton’s second term, Vice 
President al Gore continued to be viewed 
as a very strong vice-president and among the 
president’s closest advisors. The 49-year- 
old Gore was considered a favorite for the 
Democratic presidential nomination in the year 
2000, although issues of campaign funding 
violations from the 1996 election continued 
to dog him. 


President BILL CLINTON , the first 
Democratic president in 60 years to be re-elected 
to a second term, became the first president in 17 
years to submit a balanced budget to Congress. 
Despite earning consistently high approval ratings 
from the American people (the political benefit of 

f 

low inflation, a strong economy, and the highest 
stock market in history), the president came under 
intense scrutiny from Special Prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr, who probed charges of campaign finance 
violations and obstruction of justice against the 
chief executive.

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First nominated by President Clinton in 1993, 

Janet Reno was reappointed 

attorney general of the United States in 1997. 
Ms. Reno, the first woman to serve in her 
position, focused on the prevention of crime 
among the nation’s youth and stressed early 
intervention to keep children away from 
gangs, drugs and violence. Her decision to 
appoint Kenneth Starr as independent special 
prosecutor investigating charges against the 
president and many of his closest advisors 
made her one of the most visible members of 
President Clinton’s cabinet. 


United States Secretary of State 

Madeleine K. Albright was 

the most visible and active secretary of State 
since Henry Kissinger. She was the highest 
ranking woman in the history of the U.S. govern- 
ment, and was widely admired by the diplomatic 
corps. Previously she had served as President 
Clinton’s ambassador to the United Nations and 
as a foreign policy advisor to former President 
Jimmy Carter. The ongoing troubles posed by 
events in the Middle East, Bosnia, and the 
former Soviet Union were among the major 
issues that occupied Ms. Albright. 


The U.S. Senate Governmental 
Affairs Committee investigated 
alleged campaign fund-raising 
abuses by Democrats in the 1996 
presidential campaign. The commit- 
tee chairman was Senator Fred 
Thompson, Republican from 

Tennessee. One of the key ques- 
tions was the role of foreign money 
in American politics - especially 
the presidential campaign of 
President Bill Clinton and Vice 
President Al Gore. 
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In September, the world was shocked by the death of Diana, 
Princess of Wales, killed in a Paris car crash along with 

her boyfriend, Dodi al Fayed and the driver of their car. A week later, her 
London funeral inspired a massive outpouring of grief from the British 
people and resulted in the largest crowd to gather in the city since the 
end of World War II. Tens of millions around the world witnessed the 
event on television, and more than a million bouquets of flowers by 
official count were stacked outside the royal palaces. 
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Diana’s brother EARL CHARLES SPENCER, 

sons Prince William and Prince Harry, 

and former husband Prince Charles stood in 

silent grief as the princess’s body was taken into Westminster 
Abbey. An astonishing public outpouring of grief and affection 
forced a repentant monarchy to join in the full celebration of 
Diana’s life that millions of British people demanded. 




John Denver, whose 

optimistic songs catapulted him to 
fame during the 1970s, died instantly 
when his experimental plane crashed 
into Monterey Bay in California on 
October 12. “Rocky Mountain High” 
and “Sunshine on My Shoulders” 
were two of his trademark songs. 


Mother Teresa , among the world’s most well-known and highly respected women ir 
the latter half of the 20th century, died of heart failure on September 5 at the age of 87 in her 
convent in Calcutta, India. In 1948 she founded the Missionaries of Charity in Calcutta, a reli- 
gious order of Roman Catholic nuns. Through this order, she dedicated her life to helping the 
poor, the sick and the dying around the world, particularly those in India. Her selfless work with 
the needy brought her much acclaim and many awards, including the Nobel Peace Prize in 1979 
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Yasser Arafat was chairman of 

the Palestine Liberation Organization and 
president of the Palestinian National Authority. 
He was one of the key leaders in trying to 
maintain peace in the Middle East. His 1993 
handshake of peace with Yitzhak Rabin 
promised mutual recognition between the 
Palestinians and the state of Israel. Under the 
agreement, Arafat assumed leadership of 
Arabs within Israel’s occupied territories. The 
68-year-old leader played a very important 
role in keeping peace in the Middle East. 


Often called Israel’s first American-style politi- 
cian, Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu steadfastly rejected the 

land-for-peace bargain with the Palestinians 
that was the backbone of the 1 993 Oslo peace 
accords. In the wake of his hard-line stance, 
there were dozens of deaths by terrorism 
throughout Israel, which in turn prompted him to 
halt the peace proceedings indefinitely. At the 
age of 48, he was the youngest Israeli prime 
minister ever.

The roving vehicle Sojourner , the first mobile explorer to land on another 
planet, landed on Mars in 1997 and gathered soil and rocks. Overcoming communica- 
tions trouble and other setbacks, Sojourner left the Mars Pathfinder landing craft. The 
robotic rover’s six metal wheels rolled slowly down a ramp and came to a stop on the 
surface. Sojourner, which was about the size of a microwave oven, began crawling 
around the surface of Mars transmitting a flood of information to scientists back on Earth.
